Proper Care of Baby’s 
Hair Insures Healthy 
Growth in Later Years 


E ARE asked a great many 
times what to do for loss 
of hair and baldness. This is 
like so many things in life.

"SHE care of the hair sheuld 
commence at birth and snouid 
‘Ite continued through life. Very 
often loss of huir ia later life is 
cue to carelessness and improper 
treatment in the first days of 
life. cleansing of the babys 
scalp immediately after birth 
should be done more careiully 
than any other bath it may have 
in: after life. When a baby is 
born the scalp is covered with a 
thick tenacious substance (ver- 
ni cascora) which is metied 
into the hair and covers the 
whole scalp. It is very hard to 
yemove and soap and water have 
no effect upon it. If this is not 
removed promptly and carefully, 
and gently. damage can be cone 
to the scalp that will continue 
through life. If this substance is 
not removed and is allowed to 
decompose, it will cause a severe 
irritation end a chronic inflam- 
mation with resulting crusting. 
* - * 
AM of the opinion, that many 
cases of eczerna of the scalp 
yesult from the improper remov- 
uw) of this substance. It is com- 
mon practice in homes to tuke 
scme lard ov goose grease and 
rub this into the scalp. Mechan- 
ically it acts very well and does 
remove the mucus, but it is un- 
clean and cannot be terilized 
readily and soon becomes rancid. 
Tt may cause infection and more 
treuble than it does good. 
> * * 
HE proper thing to do is to 
soak the entire head with 
sweet almond oil or fresh olive 
oi, or a mixture of equal parts 
of olive oil and vaseline. Some 
sweet-smelling substance can be 
added such as oil of rose, or 
wintergreen. After this oil is 
{horoughly rubbed into the en- 
{ire scalp, the head should be 
wrapped in a towel and left 
alone till after the naby has re- 
ceived its full bath. Then the 
head can be washed with plenty 
of warm water and soap, using 
the utmost gentleness. No effort 
should be made to rub off the 
mucous. If the soap and water 
de not clean it all off, the head 
ehould receive another coating 
of oi) and again be covered up 
to wait for several hours or till 
the next day. 
* s 
O NOT use a comb or brush 
“or try to pick off the sub- 
stance. Keep oiling and washing 
daily, drying well before apply- 
ing oil again till it does come off 
without injury to the scalp. After 
the head is clean, it should re- 
ceive a shampoo each day dry- 
ing carefully with warm soft 
towels. For the first couple of 
weeks the baby’s head should be 
oiled every day until the hair 
grows enough to protect the 
sealp. Each day the oil should 
be washed off so that it will not 
become rancid. 
* s . 
FTER the hair becomes suffi- 
ciently heavy to cover the 
head, the shampoo should be 
given not more than once or 
twice a week. But it should be 
thoroughly done each time so as 
to keep the follicles at the root 
of the hair open in order that 
the hair can receive its proper 
nourishment. Remember soap 
and water remove ihe oil from 
the hair and more oil should be 
gently rubbed into the roots as 
often as necessary. 
* * s 
SOFT brush is better for the 
baby’s head than the fine 
combs so often used but the 
brush must be kept xrupulously 
clean. The baby’s scalp is tender 
and should be treated as a deli- 
Cate substance. 
QUERY: Do convulsions ever 
prove fatai to a child? 
—Mrs. S. W. 
ANSWER: Not unless the child 
is already fatally ill. Convulsions 
are a symptom arid not a cause.

DONT'S FOR MA

mother needs to be patient 
and kind if she wants to keep 
eoo!.

During extremely hot weather, 
the daily: rougine* must be car- 
ried on as usual.

Rest periods, and aftérnoon naps 
must be obséervéd. hen, at bed- 
time, there’ is thé”.usual warm 
tub, to clear the pores so that 
the body can’ breathé, and to 
prepare the child for sleep. A 
warm tub acts as a sedative.

For Today

The Absent-Minded 
Secretary ... Philippine 
Politician’s Downfall 


ONG before he became Set- 

yetary of Agrictitture, Henry 
A. Wallace, who as a member of 
President Roosevelt’s Cabinet, 
has assumed responsibility for 
thirty million farm people, pro- 
phesied that unless farmers act- 
cc far themselves they would 
have t> put themselves under 
clcse Gcvernment supervision. 

Now under the _ President’s 
cirection he has more influence 
upon the farmer and food pro- 
duction than any other man in 
the history of the world. What 
he foretold has happened and 
Henry Agard Wallace has the 
pewer indirectly to fix prices 
through - processing taxes, to 
hmir production and thus make 
his inti.ence felt throughout the 
world. 

Still, there is a lighter side to 
Secretary Wallace—anad in this 
season of the year, facts and 
figures are odious. Mr. Wallace 
is a typical midwesterner from 
Des Moines, Iowa, jovial, kindly 
and slightly awed by the mag- 
nificence of official Washington. 
Ailer his tirst Cabinet meeting 
with the President. he was so 
flustered he had te ask an at- 
tendant apologeticaly which 
Coor led outside. 

Secretary Wallace is also noted 
for His absent-mindaGnevs. Last 
fall during the heat of the pok- 
ficul campaign Ke would errive 
in Des Moires on an eignt o clock 
train and zo direetly to his office. 
Sometimes before the day was 
ever he would again be on the 
road to make political appoint- 
mints. He never thought of his 
personal apvearance or whether 
or not he had sufficient money 
to take him where he was going. 

On one occasion Mrs. Wallace 
stormed into his office carrying 
a clcon white shirt and a pair of 
sox, insisting that he enange be- 
fore leaving town, On another 
occasion he made a trip by auto- 
mobile, ran out of gas and found 
iumself without a thin dime to 
take him further. 

In the summer of 1929, while 
traveling abroad, he packed his 
passport in his trunk. shipped 
the trunk to London’ irom 
Czecho - Slovakia and headed 
across the continent by train. At 
the first border he was stopped 
for credentials and, of course, 
could not produce them. In the 
resultant delay he almost missed 
his boat home to the United 
States, 

Mr. Wallace loves to stand by 
a piano with his family grouped 
about him and sing. Mrs. Wal- 
lace plays his favorite. old-fash- 
ioned numbers and no basso ever 
eéts out of the’ Wallace home 
after dinner without contribut- 
ing to a son¢g-fest. 

¥ * * 

NE man's misfortune is an- 

other's good Iuck and so 
with Sergio Osnfena, the shrewd 
and powerful Filipino politician 
recently superseded by a man 
who at times has been his ally 
and at others his opponent. This 
man is the brilliant, agile Manuel 
Quezon, who so cavtivated the 
late President Woodrow Wilson, 
that the President offered him 
the Philippines on a silver plat- 
ter. 

Manuel Quezon’s Nationalista 
Patty won a smashing victory 
over Osmena, dislodzing him as 
president pro tem of the Senate, 
on the independence issue. 

Osmena is said to be three- 
fourths Chinese. For twenty-five 
years he has complicated and 
badgered the American admin- 
istration in the islands, working 
with vigor and oftentimes seeret- 
ly for the absolute severance of 
the Philippines from the super- 
vision of the United States. Until 
methods combined an oriental 
sublety with some of the tricks 
commonly used in Chicago and 
New York. F 

Born in Cebu in 1878, the 
future leader went to Manila to 
attend San Juan de Letran Col- 
lege. After graduating he took 
up law at the University of Santo 
Tomas and began his career in 
1904. He served as governor of 
Cebu for one year and then went 
to the Philippine Assembly, of 
which he was the first speaker 
and guiding spirit.
